The sultan 
is determined to be revenged for the loss 
of that $90,000, and the abduction serves 
a double purpose—the return of the money 
and the behest of fanaticism. There is 
no crime the Turk won't commit in the 
name of his religion.” 
AMERICAN MISSION BOARD 
CONSIDERS WOMAN’S CASE 
Hartford, Conn., October 8.—At the ses- 
sion of the American board of commis- 
sioners for foreign missions this evening. 
President S. B. Capen read the official re- 
port of the board concerning the captiv- 
ity and ransom of Miss Ellen M. Stone. 


After mentioning the efforts made in Miss 


Stone's behalf, the report says: 
“On the one side was the life of a dear- 


ly beloved missionary; on the other side! 


was the fact that if we yielded to this 
demand for ransom it was putting a pre- 
mium upon the lives of every missionary 
of the American board, and not only of 
our board, but the missionaries ef every 
society in the world. The question was 
even broader than the case of mission- 
aries; it practically concerned the safety 
of any and every American citizen. Rec- 
ognizing the full gravity of the situation, 
the committee, without a dissenting vote, 
decided it had no right to pay a ransom 
and establish a precedent which would 
sure fo be dangerous in the future. 
Furthermore, we were restrained by the 
further fact that we had no funds that 
could be employed for this purpose. The 
government was restrained from paying 
the money by constitutional limitation, 
and the American board seemed equally 
restraine® from paying a ransom.” 

Concerning the visit of the president 
and one of the board secretaries to Wash- 
ington to meet President Roosevelt and 
the officials of the state department, the 
report says: 

“Confidential details were given which. 
of course, is a breach of trust for us to 
give to the public, but the friends of 
the board and the whole nation can be 
assured that everything possible is be- 
ing done to further the rescue of Miss 
Stone. They assured us that apparently 
at the moment the only practicable meth- 
od to secure her life was to have the 
funds promptly at hand to pay the ran- 
som. ut it ought to be clearly under- 
Stood that this is but one step; that 
when she is released there will be a vig- 
orous attempt not only to secure the re- 
turn of the money, but furthermore to 
bring about such conditions that such an 
— Shall not be possible in the fu- 

The report then mentions the private ef- 
forts to raise the ransom, which prom- 
ise to be succéssful. 


WASHINGTON OFFICIALS 
WORK TO SAVE THE WOMAN 


Washington, October &.—Not since the 
Successful attempt to save the life of 
John Hays Hammond, the American en- 
gineer, implicated in the Jameson raid, 
has the state department put forth such 
energetic efforts to save a human life 
as it is now exerting in behalf of Miss 
Stone, the American missionary who was 
Captured by Bulgarian bandits. A sum 
of money has been forwarded by cable 
to Spencer Eddy, the United States sec- 
retary of legation at Constantinople, 
Who has shown remarkable energy and 
ability in unearthing the ramifications of 
the plot which resulted in the kidnaping 
of Miss Stone.

SCHLEY URGED TO ADOPT |

The proceedings of the day began by 
the recall of Captain W. M. Folger. He 
was asked by Captain Lemly if he had 
any conversation with Commodore Schiey 
during the blockade. He replied: ; 

‘“‘Toward the evening of one of the days, 
the 30th, there was an extended, very 
severe rain storm, so severe that I fear- 
ed Cervera had got out, as it was surfi- 
ciently long to have permitted him to do 
so. I went on board the flagship the 
next day thinking it my duty to tell the 
commander what I had séen as to the 
blockade as kept by the Japanese off the 
port of Wel Hai Wel, where, similarly. 
an enemy’s fleet was within a fortified 
harbor. I said to the commodore that 
the adoption of the tactics of the Japan- 
ese, forming a circle directly in front of 
the harbor would, in my opinion, be pref- 
erable, as then it woujd be difficult for 
anything to get out.” ( 

Judge Advocate: ‘“‘Was there any reply 
by the commodore?’ 

“He did not agree with me as to the 
necessity for that.’’ 

Captain Folger also said that he had no 
recollection of a picket line on the inside 
of the American fleet. 

Lieutenant Dyson was questioned by 
Captain Lemly concerning the steaming 
condition of the Brooklyn on July 3. The 
judge advocate asked: “What does the 
Brooklyn's steam log show as to the num- 
ber of engines coupled up and the boilers 
in use July 3, 1898, as compared with the

ALL SPEED NECESSARY vis 


The reply was: 

“The Brooklyn has four main engines. 
two to each shaft, connected together 
by coupling. She has seven boilers, fivy 
main and two auxiliaries. On the morn- 
ing of July 3 both forward engines were 
uncoupled; there were banked fires under 
three of the main boilers. The other bofl- 
ers were what we call ‘dead.’ no steam 
in them. Judging from the time it took 
to start fires in these boilers after the 
Spanish fleet came out of the harbor I 
should say the furnaces were not even 
primed, and two of the bollers had to be 
run up to the sea steaming level. It took 
from 9:% to 10 o'clock to start fires. 

Mr. Raynor asked if it was not neces- 
Sary to stop the ship to couple the un- 
coupled engines and the witness replied 
that the ship could have been kept going 
with one engine while the other was 
coupled. The engines were Gesigned, he 
said, to be kept coupled during war. 

Discussing the speed of the various ves- 
sels of the fleet on July 3 the witness said 
that the Oregon got up a speed about 
equal to the Brooklyn on that day, not- 
withstanding that on her trial trip the 
Brooklyn made over 21 knots to the Ore- 
gon’s 17 knots. He called attention to the 
fact that the New York had made 16 or 17 
knots speed on the day of the battle. 

In response to questions from Captain 
Parker he said that the New York had 
not had her engines coupled on the day 
of battle and that the Brooklyn had made 
all the speed necessary.

Lieutenant Bristol, speaking of the 
blockade of Cienfuegos. said that during 
the day the ships lay from 5 to 10 miles 
from the shore, steaming in nearer at 
night; then going farther out and re- 
turning nearer at daybreak. He had, he 
said, observed the signal lights on the 
shore near Cienfuegos, but had not un- 
derstood their significance. 

The witness described also the biock- 
ade of Santiago, saying that it was main- 
tained by steaming back and forth in 
front of the mouth of the harbor at as 
slow a rate of speed as the ships could 
travel (at 800 yards or double distance 
apart.) The line was about 1% miles 
long. The vessels generally steamed 
from 3% to 5 miles to either side of the 
harbor, going and coming practically 
over the same line. The Marblehead 
and Vixen were on the inside, but could 
only be seen at certain times even when 
the weather conditions were favorabie. 
Frequently, in fact, only thé vessel next 
ahead could be seen. 

OFFICER ON THE TEXAS 
NEVER SAW FAMOUS LOOP 

Mr. Hanna here asked the witness: 

“if the vessejs of the Spanish squad- 
ron had suddenly appeared, what. orders 
had you to meet such a contingency?’ 

“No orders were turned over to me in 
regard to a contingency of that kind,’ 
replied the witness. 

Ideutenant Bristol stated that the fleet 
lay outside of Morro from 6 to 8 miles 
during the day. He spoke of the Span- 
ish shore batteries, saying: 
ne | personally examined them the day 
we arrived there and satisfied myself 
that the batteries amounted to nothing.’ 

Lieutenant Bristol said that on the 
morning of July 3 he had fixed the posi- 
tion of the Texas and also generally 
of the other ships of the fleet and had 
prepared a chart showing these posi- 
tions. He considered the initial positions 
assigned to the Texas, the Brooklyn and 
lowa as accurate. 

The witness described thé engagement 
of July 3, saying that the Spanish feet 
had come out only sufficiently far to 
clear the shoal near the mouth of the 
harbor before turning to the westward. 
He did not think this was to exceed 
1,00 yards from Cay Smith, which is in. 
side the harbor. 

Lieutenant Bristol said he did not see 
the loop made by the Brooklyn. 

Lieutenant Bristol then detailed the 
part the Texas played in the battle, giv- 
ing the details of the chase up the Cu- 
ban coast. 

As to the relative positions of the ships 
at the close of the chase, he said: 


“The Brooklyn and Oregon were con

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siderably closer to us than the Colon. 

The Oregon was closer than the. Brook- 

lyn, so that the Brooklyn was leading

CONFLICT IN STATEMENTS 
MADE BY ‘TWO OFFICERS 

In response to questions from Mr. Ray- 
nor, Lieutenant Bristol] said that he had 
made his chart because of his interest 
in the battle, and that he had prepared 
it a few days after the engagement and 
had depended partly upon his memory 
in its preparation. . , 

Mr. Raynor asked the witness if his 
chart was not wrong, except in the first 
positions assigned. 

The witness: .-‘“*To the best 
knowledge and bellef it is right.” 

Mr. Raynor. called attention to the fact 
that the witness -had said that at the be- 
ginning’ of the battle the: Brooklyn was 
heading north. and eagt, while Lieuten- 
ant Commander Hodgson, who had been 
aboard the Brooklyn, had said the ves- 
sel was heading north and west. 

“Which is right?’ he asked. 

“TIT believe I am right?’ the witness re- 
plied. 

At Mr. Raynor's request the witness 
made measurements showing that, ac- 
cording to his chart, at the beginning of 
the fight off Santiago the nearest Span- 
ish ship to-the Brooklyn was 3,300 yards. 

Mr. Raynor asked: “How can you 
reconcile that with the statement of 
Lieutenant Commander Hodgson that the 
range at the time-of the turn. of the 
Brooklyn was 1,400 yards?” 

“T cannot reconcile my statement with 
that of Lieutenant Commander Hodg- 
son.”’ 

“Then those two statements are perfect- 
yl irreconcilable?” 

“A range of 1,400 yards at the time of 
the turn of the Brooklyn is absolutely 
irreconcilable. A stadimeter at 4,000 
yards is not an accurate instrument, and 
that is what they state they took the 
measurement with. Also, in smoke of 
battle it is almost impossible to take 
ranges accurately.’’ 

SHARP SPARRING MATCH

Mr. Raynor then questioned the witness 
as to the stay of the flying squadron at 
Cienfuegos. The latter said he had not 
considered that they maintained a block- 
ade there. ‘‘We were merely lying off the 
port.” he said, “and at night anything 
could have passed in so far as we were 
concerned without being seen.””

Siders and Defeats Hunt- 
ington Amendment. 


MARRIAGE AND DIVORCE 
CONSIDERED BY BISHOPS 


But it Will Be Several Days Before 
a Vote Is Reached—Memorial 
Presented Favoring Bish- 
opric in the Phil- 
ippines. 


San Francisco, Cal., October 8.—The 
feature of the day’s sessions of the tri- 
ennial Episcopal convention was the re- 
consideration and defeat of what Is 
krown as the Huntington amendment to 
the constitution, which was adopted by 
the house of deputies yesterday, provid- 
ing for the use of the modified forms 
of worship by congregations willing to 
accept the spiritual oversight of a bishop. 
Afi error was discovered in recording the 
vote of the Nebraska delegation, which 
had been entered in favor of the amend- 
ment, whereas a poll of the members 
showed that they were opposed to the 
measure, 

Article V. Is Defeated. 

Article V of the proposed constitutional 
amendment, which had previously been 
passed over by both houses, was taken 
up by the house of deputies and defeated 
after a brief debate. It provided for sev- 
eral changes in the manner of creating 
new dioceses. 

This disposed of all the constitutional 
amendments in both houses excepting 
article II, which provides for any subse- 
quent changes in the constitution. 

The house of bishops took up the sub- 
ject of marriage and divorce, but it is 
not expected that a vote will be reached 


for severa] days.

The House of Deputies. 


The result of the protracted debate in 

the Episcopal house of deputies whic 
ended yesterday in the apparent adoption 
of the proposed addition to article X 
of the new constitution providing for a 
form of service not strictly in accordance 
with the prayer book was nullified this 
morning by the correction of a clerical 
error. The change of the vote of Ne- 
braska, which had been incorrectly en- 
tered in the record, resulted tm the defeat 
of the amendment. 
-A majority report of the comnilttee 
was made that it was not prepared to 
make an} tecommendation on the memo- 
rials from Milwaukee and Colorado that 
the name of the church as it appears 
on the title page of the prayer book 
be changed. , 

A minority report was presented recog- 
nizing that a constitutional amendment 
would also be required and asking that 
the matter be referred to a epecial com- 
mittee. 

The committee further reported a re- 
commendation that the house concur 
in the action of the bishops providing for 
marginal readings; also that they could 
not advise the authorization of the use 
of the revised version in reading the 
lessons. The committee also reported 
that it was the opinion of the commit- 
tee that the table of lessons was not a 
part of the prayer book in the sense 
that the general provision of the amend- 
ment of the prayer book applied to jt. 


Bishopric in Philippines. 


J. P. Morgan presented a memorial 
from the church clubs of New York and 
other cities in regard to a bishopric in 
the Philipping islands. 

The triennial renort of the trustees 
of the general clerical relief fund recom- 
mends the junction of the several dio- 
cesan funds of a similar character with 
the general fund. Twenty dioceses have 
already moved in that direction. More 
than ever had been received and paid 
out to annuitants by about $14,000. 

Tne delegations from Pennsylvania and 
Washington called for reconsideration of 
the vote on the adoption of the Hunting- 
ton amendment to the constitution. Re- 
consideration was carried, a vote being 
again taken on the Huntington amend- 
ment, and it was lost as follows: 
Aye—Clerical, 28; lay, 18. 

Nay—Clerical, »; lay, 12. 
Divided—Clerical, 13, lay, &. 

The vote of thirty delegates of each 
order was required to adopt. 
Consideration of article V of the con- 
stitution providing for the erection of new 
dioceses was taken up. 

The Rev. Dr. Stuck, of Dallas, opposed 
the adoption of the article because of a 
provision forbidding the creation of a new 
diocese with less than six self-supporting 
parishes,, which would prevent the dis- 
trict of western Texas from becoming a 
diocese for some years. The amendment 
was lost. The house took up the pro- 
vision for the use of the marginal read- 
ing prepared by the joint committee of 
the convention which has been adopted 
by the house of bishops and reported on 
favorably bv the committee on canons 
of the deputies. 

Before a vote was reached the house 
adjourned until tomorrow. 


The House of Bishops. 


Immediately after the assembling of the 
house of bishops a message was read an- 
nouncing the death of the Rt. Rev. Alex 
Burgess, bishop of Quincy, Ill., who ex- 
pired at the home of his daughter in St. 
Albans, Vt. <A message of condolence 
was sent to the surviving daughter, Miss 
Caroline Burgess. * 

The bishops of Minnesota and Marquette 
were appointed a committee to prepare a 
version of the prayer book in Swedish. 

A committee consisting of the bishops 
of Dallas, southern Virginia, Tenneésee, 
Massachusetts and the coadjutor bishop 
of southern Ohio was appointed to pre- 
pare a uniform examination for candi- 
dates for holy orders and to arrange with 
the help of professors in theological sem- 
inaries, a series of typical and suggestive 
questions for deacons, their report to be 
gent to the bishop for approval. 

An amendment to the canons designed 
to provide more satisfactorily for mis- 
sionary jurisdictions was adopted. 

The canon on marriage and divorce was 
considered, but no final action taken. 

A report from a committee was pre- 
sented declaring the expediency of ap- 
pointing a bishop for the Philippine 
islands without unnecessary delay.

The article says that the matter of a 
seaboard outlet for the Wabash sys- 
tem is still an open question, but that 
the big gap between Pittsburg and the 
Atlantic coast has been partly closed by 
the Gould interests securing control of 
the Western Maryland railroad.

MACEDONIAN COMMITTEE

ing such freedom to the Macedonian com- 
mittee as to enable it to engineer the out- 
rage.

MEN MANGLED 
IN COLLISION 


Four Are Killed in Frightful 
Wreck on the New York 
Central. 


TRAINS DASH TOGETHER 
WHILE RUNNING RAPIDLY 


Bodies of the Victims Were Buried 
in Debris and Considerable Ex- 
cavation Was Necessary 
in Order to Extricate 

, Them. 


Utica, N. Y., October 8—One of the 
worst wrecks in the history of the Mo- 
hawk division of the New York Central 
and Hudson River railroad occurred at 
1:50 this morning in the village of Oris- 
Kany, 7 miles west of this city. Four 
railroad men were killed in the wreck 
and onc waar injured:

An eastbound freight engine, No. 1361, 
collided with a light engine, No. 1569, 
which was crossing from track 3 to track 
4, thus causing the wreck. The crash 
was a terrific one, and in ar instant all 
four of the New York Central tracks were 
completely blocked. The bodies of Fire- 
man Palmerton and Brakeman Wier, of 
the freight engine, were recovered from 
the wreck at 4 o’clock this morning. Both 
were nadly scalded, but their bodies were 
not mutfiated. Shannon was pinioned un- 
der the boiler head of his engine, and 
considerable excavation was necessSary in 
order to extricate him. Argyle Smith, 
fireman of the light engine, was found 
under the boiler. The only man to escape 
alive was Engineer Hager, of the light 
engine, who was hurled through the win- 
dow of the cab of his engine and across 
what ls Known as the ‘‘Factory ditch.”

River and Harbor Convention in 
Session at Baltimore, 


HASE SPEECH BY BURTON 


Congressman Explains the Purpose 
of the Gathering and Outlines 
Policy That Should be Fol- 
lowed—Many  Dele- 
gates on Hand. 


Baltimore, October 8—More than two 
hundred delegates from the _ various 
boards of trade and commercial bodies in 
the principal cities in the United States 
gathered here today for the purpose of 
discussing the propriety of appropriating 
public moneys for the improvement of the 
rivers and harbors in the United States. 
They will remain in session for two, and 
per.aps three, days, during which they 
will be handsomely entertained by the 
local board of trade. Twenty-five cities 
are represented by the delegates present. 

The purpose of the congress is perhaps 
best explained in the speech of Congress- 
man Theodore Burton, chairman of the 
rivers and harbors committee in congress, 
who made the opening address to the 
delegates today. He said in part: 

“This gathering is the first of its kind 
and the scope or its undertakings must, 
in a great measure, be determined by 
your action during the days of this meet- 
ing. i take it the movement whicn led 
to this convention was prompted by a 
desire to awaken general interest in river 
ana harbor improvements and to bring 
the commercial bodies which are repre- 


‘sented here into closer touch with legis- 
lation upon this subject. 


“| am informed it is not desired that 
any specific project shall be advocated 
here, put at the same time you consider 
the improvement of the navigable chan- 
nels and ports of the country as essen- 
tial for our development, and that these 
ports and channels require the fostering 
care and assistance of the national gov- 
ernment. With this view it is in your 
power to educate public opinion and to 
organize efforts for the enactment of 
legislation which shall be national in 
its scope and for the benefit of the whole 
people, 

“The influence of this assembly should 
be exerted for liberal appropriations for 
rivers and harbers, but liberality should 
always be coupled with discrimination. 
Appropriations should not be denied be- 
cause large amounts are required to se- 
cure the best and promptest results, but 
there should be equal care to prevent 
waste, or the adoption of unworthy or 
impracticable projects. There should be 
no advocacy of a policy ‘ef compromise 
in selecting localities for appropriations; 
but careful consideration should be given 
to all claims from all parts of the country 
—to large and small projects alike. 

‘‘In view of necessary limitations in the 
amounts appropriated in river and har- 
bor acts, and the pressing need for deeper 
channels and improved facilities along 
established lines of traffic, it is better to 
appropriate for localities where traffic ts 
already established than where its de- 
velopment is uncertain, or problematical. 
In case of a plurality of claims, even 
if equally deserving, when money is not 
available for all, it is more business-like 
to finish one and obtain results from it 
than to make piecemeal appropriations 
upon all.”

“We must have in addition steamship 
lines that will reach from one end of the 
country to the other, without the neces- 
sity of taking such a long, roundabout 
way. I mean that we need some large Ca- 
nals connecting the various navigable 
bodies of water.”’

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FREE TRADE IN AUSTRALIA 


New Tariff Bill Before House of 
Representatives. 


Melbourne, October 8.—In the federal 
house of representatives today the com- 
monwealth tariff bill was introduced by 
the Rt.

Stories of Murder and Rapine 
in Records of War De- 
partment.

MEN ARE CUT TO PIECES 
AND WOMEN ASSAULTED 


Many of the Criminals Have Been 
Captured By the United States 
Officials and Have Been 
Sentenced To Be 


Hanged, 


Washington, October 8—Horrible stories 
of murder and rapine are contained in the 
records of a number of court martial 
cases in the Philippines, copies of which 
have reached the war department. 

Five natives seized, bound and carried 
from their houses thrée Filipino residents 
of the town of Pozorrubio, together with 
an Igorrote harvester named Quivas. Con- 
veying these captives to an isolated spot 
they murdered them with bolos and added 
to the horror of their crime by outraging 
the women of the families of their vic- 
tims. The motive for the deed appeared to 
have been revenge on the part of one of 
the murderers, because of the fact that 
the victims had dammed a stream which 
diverted irrigating waters from the lands 
of the murderers. All five of the natives 
were sentenced to be hanged. 

A native named. Biating, with one or 
more companions, assassinated with dag- 
gers Private J. T. Burgey, company C, 
Twenty-sixth infantry, while the latter 
was acting as a guard of prisoners haul- 
ing water for the garrison stationed at 
Baretac Nuevo, Panay. He was sentenced 
to be hanged. 

With a rock, a rice beater and a club 
one Faustino Ruiz and some of his com- 
panions set upon a native named Acasta, 
whom they § suspected of aiding the 
American cause, and beat him to death. 
Ruiz was sentenced to be hanged. 

Two natives were tried, charged with 
the murder of Private Eugene R. Lyons, 
company K, Fifth infantry, whom they 
enticed to an isolated place, killed with 
bolos and buried on the spot: They, too, 
were sentenced to death. A formidable 
array of charges was that against Juan 
Confessor, a native Filipino, who was 
tried for aiding the enemy, violating the 
laws of war, being a war rebel, arson 
and perjury. Twenty years’ imprisonment 
at hard labor was the sentence. 


Fought a Gunpowder Fire. 

New York, October 8.—The three-masted 
British bark Griffel was damaged by fire 
and sunk tonight while lying at her dock 
in the East river. At the risk of their 
lives firemen and policemen went into the 
hold and removed 250 cases of gunpowder, 
which were part of the cargo.

Vessel Was Fired On While Rebels 
Were Trying to Capture Island 
That Commands Entrance 
to the Port of Tu- 
maco. 


Colon, Colombia, October 8.—(Previous 
cabling of this matter prevented.) A 
force of liberals numbering at least 250 
attacked Moro island, commanding the 
entrance to the port of Tumaco, Septem- 
ber 24th. The island had all along been 
garrisoned with fewer than a hundreé 
troops, well supplied with arms, ammu- 
nition and commissary stores, including 
more than 150 head of cattle and other 
provisions in proportion. : 

The landing was effected before day- 
break by means of canoes. Simultaneous- 
ly the island was stormed from the other 
end by liberals on the mainland. 

Moro island is surrounded by shallows 
and banks and the only means of ap- 
proaching Tumaco is by the narrow river, 
which is within easy range of the island. 

The British steamer Quito, bound from 
Guayaquil, Ecuador, for Panama and 
touching at ports between, anchored off 
Moro island on the night of September 


(26th, and weighing anchor at daybreak, 


started up the stream toward Tumaco. 
The liberals fired a shot across her bows. 

Suspecting the situation. she immediate- 
ly turned, but rifle shots and one cannon 
contirued to be fired at her, the former 
at her several times and the latter once, 
the ball making a hole right through her 
above the water mark, though the dam- 
age in other respects was slight.

TIMES BACH YEAR 


Augusta Bar Association Hears an In- 
teresting Report. 


WILL GO TO LEGISLATURE 


Judiciary Committee Recommends 
Four Terms Instead of Two 
Each Year and Shows the 
Great Increase in the 
Work Possible. 


Augusta, Ga., October 8.—(Special.)—At 
the meeting of the Augusta Bar Assocla- 
tion W. K. Miller, chairman of the ju- 
diclary committee, gave the association 
notice that the committee was engaged 
in framing a legislative enactment to give 
Richmond county four annual terms of 
the superior court, instead of two. as !s 
now the rule. 

Mr. Miller explained to the members 
that. the additional court terms con- 
templated by the judiciary committee 
would in no way increase the annual ex- 
penses of the superior court, as the 
change did not encompass additional 
grand jurors, which would remain as at 
present, meeting once in six months. 

The two new terms of the court want- 
ed, coming in between the present terms 
in April and October, would be exclusive- 
ly for the consideration of civil cases on 
the docket and criminal cases in which 
indictments had already -been -handed in 
by previous grand juries; unless, in the 
opinion of the court, some matter had 
arisen which required the immediate ab 
tention of a grand jury. 

The argument in favor of four terms 
annually, at intervals of every three 
months, is that it will greatly expedite 
the business of the court and conduce to 
the ends of justice. As it is now, the 
city court is crowded with business, and 
to enter suit In the superior court invari- 
ablv means delay. When both sides are 
ready for trial in a case, and it is sound- 
ed, the absence of a witness means a de- 
lay of six months. With the new order 
proposed, the case can again be reached 
within three months. 

The association voted to call a special 
meeting of the bar to receive the report 
of the committee as soon as it is prepared. 
After being acted on by the association 
it will be handed to fhe Richmond coun- 
ty representatives in the legislature, to 
be pushed to enactment. 

The Bar Association also appointed a 
committee,-after considerable discussion, 
to draft a fee bill for the guidance of the 
members, the bill to be prepared being 
edopted unanimously as official.

JEWELS IN MISSISSIPPI SCARCE 


Personal Property Returns in the 
State Have Been Short. 

Jackson, Miss., October 8.—(Spectal.)— 
Wholesale fraud by people in reporting 
their property for assessment is strik- 
ingly shown in the recapitulation of the 
personalty ass§ssment roll just completed 
in the auditor's office. 

According to the statistics reported to 
the auditor, there is only $92,851 worth 
of jewelry in Mississippi. The assertion 
may be safely ventured that there are 
at least four towns in the state where 
the value of diamonds alone owned by 
individuals will be in excess of this sum. 
This figure does not include watches, 
which are reported to the number of 
29,066, and valued at $428,254, an average 
of $14 for each timepiece, and also an 
average of about one watch for. each 
fifty of population. 

The pistol toters were also exceedingly 
shy in their dealings with the assessors. 
Only 7,466 pistols, dirks and bowie knives 
were found, valued at $108,338. 

The total valuation of personal property 
is $63,276,434, and about 25 per cent of the 
sum, or $16,072,956, is invested in mer- 
cantile pursuits. Only $6,083,629 is invest- 
ed in manufacturing. 

The assessors succeeded in finding 
solvent credits amounting to $44,332,151, 
which is probably 5 per cent of the 
amount actually in existence and locked 
away in capacious-~ vaults securely ‘re- 
moved from the prying eyes of the tax

FINE FAIR WEATHER 
PREDICTED FOR FAIR 


Mr. Marbury Says Even Elements Will 
Probably Faver Enterprise. 


NO RAINY DAYS EXPECTED 


All Conditions Indicate That There 
Will Be Little or No Wet 
Weather During Inter- 
State Fair and Not 
Much Cold. 


Forecast Today—Partly cloudy. 


‘What are the prospects for good 
weather during the fair?’ was asked of 
Mr. Marbury, the weather man, yester- 
day. 

“Without being able to make any of- 
ficial forecast for such ‘a length of time 
so long ahead,”’ replied Mr. Marbury, “I 
should say that all conditions indicate a 
probability of fine weather for the next 
two weeks. 

“The outlook for rain is, of course, the 
chief consideration. Our chances for 
having little or no inclement weather for 
the next two weeks are more than pro- 
pitious,”” continued Mr. Marbury. “In 
the first place, October is the- dryest 
month in the year. The normal amount 
is only 2.40 inches. We have already 
had here .44 inch, on October 1, so there 
is less than 2 inches remaining as an 
average possibility. 

‘In reviewing the records for twenty- 
three years past I find that the great 
majority of rainfall has always been 
during the first few days and the last 
few days of this month. There is usual- 
ly little rain during the middle portion. 
Fourteen years out of twenty-three re- 
corded very little between the 9th and 
the 22d, which period includes nearly the 
whole time of the Interstate fair. Most 
rain is recorded after the 22d. 

“So the chances’ are more than with 
us for good ‘fair’ weather,” said Mr. 
Marbury, committing an unintended pun. 

“Add to this the fact that we are al- 
ready more than 10 inches ahead of the 
normal yearly rainfall, and the possibil- 
ities, if the average tends to right itself, 
would be'‘for no rain at all, not only in 
October, but for the rest of the year; 
and even then we would be slightly ahead 
of the normal precipitation. 

Good Record for October. 

“The average number of rainy October 
days is only seven. We have already 
had one, and the rest likely to follow late 
in the month. Besides this, when one 
considers that the chances are even that, 
if there be rain, it may fall during the 
night. And there are two Sundays when 
it might rain, which further still re- 
duces the possibilities of bad days. 

“On the whole,’’ concluded Mr. Mar- 
bury, “the management of the fair could 
not have picked out a better month, or 
a time more favorable for fair weather. ’ 

As for temperature during the next two 
weeks, investigation of the weather sta- 
tistics developed the fact that normal 
October weather averages 62 degrees 
daily. The coldest ever recorded here in 
October was on the 30th, in 1887, when it 
fell to 30 degrees. There has not been a 
real freeze in October since 1890, when it 
was 30 degrees on the last day. These 
two occasions are the only times we 
have ever had a freeze in October, but 
there have been many frosts, even as 
early as the 4th. There can be heavy 
frost at 45 degrees if the air is clear and 
still. 

The highest temperature for October 
was 91 degrees, in 1884. Last year the 
maximum was 83, on the 7th, and the 
minimum 49, on the 12th. The lowest 
yet this month has been 44, on the 6th; 
8) degrees, on the 2d, was the highest. 

The month so far has been cooler than 
normal. We are more than 323 degrees 
behind in average temperature. 

“I do not look for any cold weather 
this month,’ said Mr. Marbury, ‘‘but I 
can’t make any positive forecast yet,” 
From long experience the weather man 
knows that it isn’t safe to make any 
promises, as the elements always reserve 
the right of changing their minds.

POWERS FACES JURY AGAIN 


Ex-Secretary of State Is Arraigned 
for Another Trial. 


- 


HIS MOTIONS ARE OVERRULED 


Defendant’s Attorneys Set Up All 
Sorts of Claims, Which Are . 
Quickly Turned Down. 


Georgetown, Ky., October 8.—The sec- 
ond trial of ex-Secretary of State Caleb 
Powers as accessory to the murder of 
Governor Goebel began today. Judge 
Cantrill read the affidavit filed by the 
prisoner’s attorneys, setting forth the al- 
leged partisanship of the court, that the 
judge is a candidate for senator and 
deeply prejudiced against the defendant 
personally as well as politically, etc. 

Commonwealth’s Attorney Franklin ar- 
gued that the affidavit was not within 
the law. He said that the affidavit was 
a mere yecitation of the prisoner’s con- 
clusions and opinions over his alleged 
inability to get a fair trial. Colonel Camp- 
bell delivered a bitter speech against 
those who reflected on the court. 

Judge Cantrill refused to ieave the 
bench, saying the affidavit should have 
been filed before the judge had taken 
any action in the case. He refused to 
discuss the sections of the affidavit 
which related to himself, but denied that 
the jury in the former trial had been 
unfairly chosen. 

The defense and the commonwealth 
then proceeded with the trial. 

It can be said safely that all persons 
who heard Colonel Campbell's argument 
this morning will be challenged by the 
defense as not eligible for jury ser- 
vice. 

When court convened at 1:45 o'clock 
this afternoon two panels of the petit 
jury were called and then Mr. Hen- 
drick, for the commonwealth, spoke in 
reply to the motion made by the de- 
fense for a continuance of the case. 
Judge Cantrill overruled the motion for 
continuance. Judge Sims, for Powers, 
then asked that the case be docketed for 
some future day of the term, but Judge 
Cantrill overruled this motion also and 
ordered that the witnésses be called. 


BAD NEGRO USES A SHOTGUN. 


Small Debt Leads to a Fatal En- 
counter Near Selma. 

Selma, Ala., October 8.—(Special.)—Bell 
Walker, a negro, was shot and instantly 
killed this morning by Nathan Craig, an- 
other negro, on Mrs. Bland’s plantation 
near here about 25 cents that Walker 
owed Craig for cutting down a_ tree. 
Craig hired Walker last Saturday to 
cut down the tree and asked’ him to 
wait until this morning for his money, 
which Walker agreed to do. In the 
meantime Craig split the tree up and 
sold it for $2. This morning when Walker 
asked him for his money he told him 
that he would have to wait, as he did 
not have it. Walker began cursing him 
and told him that he was trying to beat 
him out of his money. Craig walked off. 
Walker went home, got his shvutgun, 
overtook Craig and emptied the contents 
of one barrel of the gun into Craig, kill- 
ing him instantly. Walker has not yet 
been arrested.

Egyptian Cotton in Georgia. 

The intimation from Professor Wed: 
ber, of the United States department 
of agriculture, that there have been 
some favorable indications connected 
with the Egyptian cotton experiments 
in Georgia is neo more than was ex- 
pected. The Constitution holds that 
persistent eperimentation and the de- 
velopment of affinity between seed and 
soil will yet produce a favorable re- 
sult. 

The New York Sun discusses the 
Egyptian cotton question in connec- 
tion with experiment farther west. It 
holds that it will be a great thing for 
our cotton raising and manufacturing 
industries if all the Egyptian cotton 
we want may be raised at home. The 
Egyptian staple is unique among cot- 
ton fibers. It was discovered in 1821 
by a French botanist, who found it 
erowing wild near Cairo and recog- 
nized it as cotton with an exceptional- 
ly long, fine fiber. It is not equal to 
sea island cotton, but is the next thing 
to it in length and fineness. The Sun 
says: 

The world soon found that it had use 
for this superior fiber. It has become the 
great export crop of Egypt, being about 
three-fourths of all that country sells to 
the rest of the world. India raises much 
more cotton than any other country ex- 
cept the United States, but Indian cotton, 
being the shortest of the export fibers, is 
adapted only for spinning very coarse 
yarn: for this reason, England buys 
more cotton from Egypt than from India, 
taking about half of the Nile crop. The 
longest of the cotton staples except sea 
island, the Egyptian fiber is used as a 
substitute for it for fine goods where 
strength and luster are essential, and 
mixed with American upland cotton, it 
is regarded as indispensable in some 
branches of our manufacturing. We buy, 
for various purposes, a considerable 
amount of raw cotton from. other coun- 
tries. and three-fifths of it comes from 
the Nile delta, our imports from Egypt 
in 1900 amounting to about $5,000,000,

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Our National Debt. 


Congressman Houtell, of Lilinois, 
in the October number of The Fo- 
rum, gives some interesting facts in 
regard to our national debt, tracing 
its gradual evolution and pointing 
out its peculiarities. 

According to the information con- 
tained in this article the United 
States government on the inaugura- 
tion of President Washington, in 
1789, owed $75,000,000, to offset 
which there was not enough money 
in the treasury to ay current ex 
penses. But in spi of this condi- 
tion of poverty in which we began 
our national existence we managed 
in forty-four years to completely 
wipe out this indebtedness. 

In 1837 there was more moaey in 
the treasury, than the government 
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knew what to do with. Besi 
reserve of $5,000,000, for which pro- 
vision was made by law, there was 
a surplus of $27,000,000. At this 
period of our history it was thought 
to be unconstitutional to appro- 
priate the national revenues for in- 
ternal improvements, and so in or- 
der to get rid of the surplus con- 
gress decided to turn it over to the 
several states in the shape of loans 
ta be repaid on demand. 

Twenty-six states in the union 
agreed -to the conditions of this 
proposed loan and received three in- 
stallments of the amount, each state 
being credited with an apportion- 
ment measured by its electoral vote. 
New York received the lion’s share 
of the money, getting’ $5,532,694, 
while Michigan,. Arkansas and Del- 
aware tied for the lowest amount, 
getting $286,751. 

When the time came for. the 
fourth installment no payment was 
made. Arkansas and Virginia sued 
the government to get it but the 
supreme court of the United States 
decided against them. So far as the 
records show the government has 
never demanded the- return of the 
loans. 
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The Name Will Not Be Changed. 

Some of the admirers of the late 
president are advocating that the 
*Philippine islands be changed to the 
McKinley islands in honor of the 
martyred president under whose ad. 
ministration the yoke of Spain was 
lifted from the necks of the oppress- 
ed natives. 

Several difficulties militate 
against the adoption of the change 
of name. .In the first place the is- 
lands have borne for nearly four cen- 
turies the designation by which they 
are at present known, having been 
named in honor of Philip MII, of 
Spain, in 1521, and to christen them 
again at this late day would bring 
about embarrassing complications 
in history, in geography and in tra- 
dition, and for this reason alone it 
would be very unwise to change the 
name of the islands. 

But it may be argued that when 
Magellon discovered the islands the 
name by which they were then 
known was altogether different 
from the one which he gave them. 
Certainly; but four hundreds years 
ago the islands were wholly un- 
known and they not only made no 
contributions to commerce, but they 
possessed no important historical or 
traditional records. Consequently 
no revolutionary changes were, 
made in giving them another name 
at the time of the discovery in 
1521. 

It is likely that the nomen- 
clature of the islands will not be 
amended and that we will continue 
to designate them by the name of 
the Philippines. 


Bengal Coal Fields. 

London Express: The enterprise of Cal- 
cutta merchants, who are working with 
the railway company in the development 
of the Bengal coal fields is borne out by 
the statistics. It appears that four years 
ago the total exports amounted to 212,273 
tons, Ceylon taking quite half of the out- 
put and the straits settlements 85, 280 
tons. In that year France, who is always 
a ready buyer of steam coal, purchased 
a consignment for testing purposes, and 
a small cargo of the same grade of coal 
came to this country to be scientifically 
examined. 

The analysis was highly satisfactory, 
and the calorific power determined by the 
experts showed that 100 tons of Bengal 
steam coal would give the same results 
as eighty-five tons of the best Welsh 
steam coal. 

When this was known the coal prop- 
erties in Bengal were snapped up by 
Europeans in Calcutta, and the return on 
capital invested has proved in every way 
most satisfactory, so much so that today 
their export trade has reached 6,000,000 of 
tons, as against 100,000,000 ten years ago. 

At present it is said thac the British 
aan India Steam Navigation Company 
‘have the biggest grip on the trade. They 
carry east of Aden as far as Japan, and 
‘have secured most of the eastern mar- 
Kets. This is having a serious effect on 
the Welsh market. The life of the seams 
‘in the Bengal fields cannot be accurately 
computed, the deepest shaft in the coun- 
try is only 600 feet, the seams are thirty 
feet to fifty feet thick and run for miles. 
There is an avundant crop of surface coal, 
and a large number of the collieries do 
not consider it necessary to sink shafts, 
but depend on the output from their quar- 
ries. 
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Roosevelt and the Rooster. 


New York Tribune: Up in Island 
Falls, Aroostook county, lived a 
rugged farmer and backwoods- 
man familiarly known as “Old Bill’ Se- 
wall, and to his house one day in autumn 
about twenty-five years ago came a 
rather delicate youth, armed with a gun 
and fishing rod, and looking for a place 
to board for a few months while he 
“roughed it’’ for the benefit of his health. 
The youth was Theodore Roosevelt, of 
New York, and he was made welcome. 
For many weeks, accompanied by ‘‘Bill’’ 
Sewall and Wilbur Dow, a young man 
living in the neighborhood, the newcomer 
went hunting and fishing, and gradually 
color came into his face and strength 
to his muscles. If he was slight and 
rather sickly he had plenty of grit, and 
soon he won the friendship and admira- 
tion of all the woodsinen in the Island 
Falls section. They said that, although 
at first sight the young tourist “didn't 
look as if he'd pull through,” he was 
game to the backbone, and if sticking to 
it was any help they thought he might 
turn out all right, after all. 

Many stories are told by those who re- 
member Roosevelt's visit of his courage 
and persistency. One day when, with 
Sewall and the rest, he went on a long 
tramp through the woods after deer, he 
was much exhausted on the way home, 
and some one offered to carry his rifl2 
for him. Roosevelt almost indignantly 
declined the proffered assistance, and, al- 
though almost ready to drop in his tracks 
froin weariness, he clung to his rifle and 
struggled through to the end of the jour- 
ney. On another occasion he had a long 
chase after a game rooster that had es- 
caped from his coop, and pursued the 
bird through the village streets, over 
fences and through yards, until finally it 
flew into an open window in the second 
story of a house. Nothing daunted, Roose- 
velt got a ladder and climbed Into the 
house, presently emerging with the fowl 
squalling and struggling in his arms. He 
had actually crawled under an old wom- 
an’s bed to get that rooster. 

When Roosevelt went west to become a 
ranchman he took ‘‘Bill’’ Sewall and Wil- 
bur Dow along with him and kept them 
in his employ for some years. Dow died 
in the west, but Sewall came back to 
Maine and ig still living at Island Falls, 
where he delights to tell of the days he 
spent with Theodore Roosevelt. He says 
that at the time of the chase and capture 
of tne gamecock an aged settler of Island 
Falls, admiring the persistency and deter- 
mination of young Roosevelt, said: ‘That 
young feller'll be president some day, if 
he lives.”’ 
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Poison in Silk Stockings. 

The Hospital: Among the various forms 
of metallic poisoning in which man is 
liable we must not forget that innocent 
as tin may be as a lining to “tin’’ ves- 
sels, some of its salts are by no means 
free from poisonous qualities, and when 
absorbed act seriously upon the nervous 
system. These salts are often employed 
in dyeing. Properly used they act as a 
maonetan but it is whispered that the 


and silk is valuable—hence many trou- 
bles. 

Colored stockings have often been ac- 
cused of causing poisoning. Not only 
does the pattern on the stockings some- 
times cause eruptions on the legs, but 
in some cases poisonous materials have 
been absorbed into the system. Arsentfc, 
which in the early days of aniline dyes 
was often present, used to be the incrimi- 
nated metal. This, however,‘is a mode 
of arsenical poisoning of which very lit- 
tle has been heard for many years. Now 
it is tin which is arraigned. 

In producing certain delicate colors in 
silk chloride of tin is used as a mordant, 
and in some cases it is said that this 
salt exists in the dyed fabric in very 
large proportions. Hence, when the fab- 
ric takes the form of stockings, and the 
feet perspire, the salt dissolves and is 
absorbed. A case is reported from Vi- 
enna of a woman who suffered from at- 
tacks of partial paralysis in the lower 
extremities, with anaesthesia, a sense 
of coldness, and ataxic gait. She had 
noticed that whenever these symptoms 
were most pronounced her feet were col- 
ored yellow, and it was found that this 
staining was derived from the light yel- 
low silk stockings which she wore. On 
analyzing these they were found to con- 
tain quantities of tin. Careful chemical 
examination of the excreta showed that 
they also contained tin, so that whatever 
may have been the cause of the symptoms 
there could be no doubt that the patient 
had tin tin her system. 

The moral seems to be that persons 
who perspire should not wear pretty silks 
next to their skin unless they can be sure 
that they are not ayed with colors mor- 
danted with tin. Possibly there may in 
this case have been some carelessness, 
and it may not have been the metal com- 
bined with the color, but rather the ex- 
cess, which had not been properly re- 
moved, that did the mischief. This, how- 
ever, will not afford much comfort to the 
ladies who buy silk stockings, for how 
are they to tell whether any particular 
color is safe or not? It is unfortunate, 


| but it seems to be the fact, that in many 


instances colors which are ‘“‘fast’’ enough 
in relation to ordinary washing are by 
no means incapable of solution in per- 
spiration, especially when this natural se- 
cretion has been modified by the various 
fermentive changes which it is apt to 
undergo,

Ex-Governor Bullock and the Negro 


Question. 

Editor Constitution: Your editorial of this 
morning, ‘‘An Appointment and Its Meaning,”’ 
wherein you commend the action of the presi- 
dent for appointing ex-Governor Jones, of Ala- 
bama, to the United States district bench, I 
most heartily indorse, especially as your Wash- 
ington dispatches made it known that the ap- 
pointee supported the republican financial poli- 
cy of sound money, and also that he opposed 
the disfranchisement of colored citizens by the 
late Alabama constitutional convention. That 
the appointee was heartily recommended for the 
position by Professor Booker Washington, the 
colored president of the celebrated Tuskegee 
Alabama Institute, is an additional evidence 
that Governor Jones was acceptable indepen- 
dent of partisan affiliation. In fact, republican 


federal administrations have never made life- 
time judicial appointments on strict party lines. 
For example, President Harrison's appoint- 
ment of Judge Jackson, of Tennessee. But 
there is another feature of your editorial upon 
which, with your kind consent, a word or two 
may be submitted. You say: 

“The appointment of good men to of- 
fice in the south does not touch the real 
subject of division in this section, which 
is the appointment at any time of ne- 
groes to prominent offices over white

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“When it comes to the filling of such 
offices, what will the president do?

“Not until the negro has been com- 
pletely eliminated as an issue can the#e 
be any serious division among the white 
people of the south. 

‘Does the appointment of ex-Governor 
Jenes carry with it the idea that the 
president understands the negro ques- 


tion? 

It may be safely assumed that the president 
does understand the ‘‘Negro Question.’’ The 
real question is as to whether our own people 
understand it. 

When we undertake to consider or act upon 
that question from no higher basis than our 
prejudices, we will make ourselves ridiculous, 
if no worse, in the opinion of educated, think- 
ing people, not only at home but abroad. 

The great fundamenial basis of our admis- 
sion to self-government in the south after the 
failure of the secession war was our accept- 
ance of the congressional requirement that 
our late slaves and their descendents should 
have equal civil and political rights under the 
law with ourselves. We ail, Mr. Editor, when 
we surrendered, gave our parole to return to 
our homes and obey the laws. This is one 
of those laws which we gave our parole to 
obey and have officially sworn to support. How 
can we honorably avoid it? 

When we rise above our prejudice of caste, 
what does all this bugaboo about the negro 
emount to? There ts no posible darger of ne- 
gro supremacy in the United States. There 
is practically none in any of the states. The 
elimination of ignoronce and vice from the 
ballot box can be effecte4 with the consent of 
the educated and tax-paying negroes, when 
questionable methods to disfranchise because of 
color are not tnvoked As you have well said 
on another occasion, ‘There is perfect accord 
between all men who attend totheir own busi- 
There is nv color in the effort to be a 
good citizen. It is only the criminal that 
complains—the black criminal no more so than 
the white.”’ 

Let us bring this issue down to our own 
experience in Georgia. You know that a pub- 
lic official is a public servant and that ‘he 
public whom he serves are not his subjects. 
If such official has negro blood in his veins, he 
is no more ‘‘over white men’ than a siisilar 
white official would be ‘‘over negroes.'’ 

Nothing can be or has been said against the 
competence and worth of the colored cliizens 
who hold important federal affice in Geurgia. 
All reports are in their favor; and any effort 
to build up partisan strength by abandoning 
principle in pandering to our local prejudices 
will meet with that utter failure which it 
would deserve. 

The president can be trusted to do even- 
handed and exact justice to all American cit- 
izens.

A LIVELY SPAT 


Messrs, Reed and Hill Prevented 
from Coming to Blows, 


HOT DISCUSSION OCCURRED 


Councilman Fincher Wanted Street 
Railway Committee to Make a 
Report ‘on the Petitions 
: for Peters Street and 

Boulevard Lines. 


A lively spat between Councilman Mal- 
vern Hill, of the seventh ward, and Coun- 
cilman John C. Reed, of the third ward, 
was the feature of a meeting of council 
yesterday which might otherwise have 
proved dull and uninteresting. But for 
the prompt interference of mutual friends 
in council it is probable that a personal 
encounter would have resulted. 

As it was, however, both gentlemen ex- 
pressed regret that the matter should 
have occurred. It is expected that 2n 
amicable adjustmgnt of differences will 
be made today and that the two members 
of council who have always been warm 
friends will shake hands and forget the 
occurrence of yesterday. 

The report of the street railway com- 
mittee was indirectly responsible for the 
affair. Councilman Reed, as chairman of 
this committee, submitted a report which 
recommended that no franchises be con- 
sidered until the present relatienship and 

policy of the street railways were made 
known. Councilman Hill moved that the 
paper be laid on the table until the next 
meeting. ‘This received no second, how- 
ever, and Colonel Reed made a point to 
that effect. 

Petitions Not Withdrawn. 

Alderman Day asked if the company 
had withdrawn the Peters street and 
Boulevard petitions and was told that it 


had not. Councilman Reed then went on. 


to discuss the matter of competition. He 
said that the selling of the Atlanta in- 
terests of one of the street car companies 
had put competition out of the question, 
and ‘this, coming on the eve of the re- 
cent election, had caused a _ situation, 
which, he said, was remarkable. 

While speaking he referred to the com- 
petition platform adopted by candidates 
and was talking along this line when 
Councilman Hill interrupted him to make 
a point of order. He said Colonel Reed 
was not addressing himself to the matter 
under discussion. Colonel Reed evidently 
did not like the idea of being interrupted 
and made answer to the councilman from 
the seventh. 

Counciiman Hill replied to this and then 
angry words passed between the two 
counciImen. Mr. Hill left his seat and 
made toward Colonel Reed, who came to 
meet him. Councilmen Kontz, Glass and 
Longino, who were seateu near Mr. Hill, 
hastily arose and restrained him from 
getting at Colonel Reed. 

‘Mr. Hill knows where he can find me 
at any time,’’ declared Councilman Reed. 
Mayor Pro Tem. Johnson repeatedly 
rapped for order and insisted that the two 
counciimen take their seats. 

“T hope I shall be protected from inter- 
ruptions as I make my argument,” said 
CounciIman Reed. 

‘You shall be protected,”’ asserted Mr. 
Johnson. 

When order was restored Councilman 
Reed continued. He said if the two 
companies had consolidated, council 
should know it. that steps might be tak- 
en to secure the revenue which would 
be due the city in case of such merging 
of intereste. He said the city could 
not now prove that there was a consolida- 
tion, and the officers of the companies 
themerelves were not advised as to what 
changes would be made. 

“Before we grant any franchises,”’ said 
he, “let us see whether or not we can 
get additional revenue for the city.” 

How Councilmen Voted. 

Councitman Fincher asked if Counclil- 
man Reed had not voted to sustain the 
mayor’s veto of the Boulevard franchise, 
which, he sald, contained a taxation 
clause. Councilman Reed said he had, 
but for the reason that the franchise was 
for a longer period than he thought it 
should be. Councilman Reed then went 
on to say that he favored the Peters 
street line because he thought if the

Companies Will Soon Settle for the 
Loss of Soldiers’ Home. 


WILL BE PAID TO GOVERNOR 


Subscriptions to Rebufiding Fund 
Coming in Slowly But 
Steadily. 


The entire insurance on the Confederate 
Soldiers’ home will be paid to Governor 
Candler within the next day or two. The 
insurance adjusters have gone fully into 
the matter and have notified Secretary W. 
H. Harrison that the full amount of the 
policies will be paid within a day or two. 

The insurance on the home building 
amounted to $19,500 and that on the furni- 
ture to $2,000. This action on the part of 
the insurance companies and their 
cision to make full and prompt payment 
will be appreciated, and it will greatly 
facilitate the work of rebuilding the 
home. 

As soon as the $19,500 insurance on the 
home is paid to the governor it will be 
turned by him right into the treasury. A 
bill will be presented to the legislature 
on the first day of its session providing 
for reappropriating this fund at once to 
the rebuilding of the home. There is little 
doubt that it will be put through that 
body as rapidly as legal restrictions will 
allow. 

The subscriptions to the rebuilding fund 
continue to come in, but they are coming 
slowly. The trustees are in need of con- 
siderably more money for the work than 
has been subscribed, and they have ap- 
pealed to the public to do all possible to 
replace the institution in as good condi- 
tion as it existed before the fire. For this 
purpose about $40,000 will be required, and 
an additional $10,000 in subscriptions will 
be needed before that amount is reached.

Council during yesterday's session 
voted to accept $100 in full for all tax 
executions against the Gate City Guard 
armory property. Captain James F 
O'Neill appeared before council, repre- 
senting the guard in the matter. He 
said the company desired that some such 
action be taken that the purchaser of 
the armory property might be satisfied. 

Councilman Longino also introduced a 
resolution providing that the city accept 
$5 from the West End Baptist church 
for cost of sidewalk put down in front 
of the church and that the remaining 
$32.50 of the bill of costs be taken from 
the department of contingent. The reso- 
lution was adopted and, as in the case 
of the Gate City Guard armory matter, 
will go to the aldermanic board tomorrow 
for concurrence. 

Committee Had No Money. 

The paper regarding the paving of the 
end of Park avenue was sent back to 
the street and finance committees for con- 
sideration. Councilman Minhinnett, who 
introduced the resolution providing for 
the work, stated that about $530 was all 
that was necessary to complete the pav- 
ing.

BANKS IN MANY RESPECTS 
WAY AHEAD OF LAST YEAR 


There Has Been a Good Increase in 
Loans, Many New Banks Were 
Started and State Banks 
Are Now Borrowing 
Money at Home. 


State Treasurer R. FE. Park and State 
Bank Examiner Sterling G. Turner have 
about completed the work of examining 
the state banks for the current year, and 
their report will make an excellent show- 
ing for Georgia's financial institutions. 

One of the most gratifying facts ir 
connection with Georgia's banks this year 
is that the¥Y are now borrowing neariy 
all their money from state banks instead 
of going to New York and other financial 
centers for 1t. The banks have been grad- 
ually working up to this point until now 
they are patronizing~home banks almost 
altogether. 

There has been an increase of more 
than $5,000,000 in loans made by Georgia 
banks during the year, and the practice 
of allowing overdrafts of accounts has 
been reduced to a minimum. It Was 
smaller during the year that has jus? 
closed by $121,060.87 than was the case the 
year before. 

There were twenty-four new banks add- 
ed to the list during the year, the increase 
in the capital stock being $579,800. The 
total number of banks requiring the at- 
tention of the state bank examiner was 
176, and all of these have been examined 
with the exception of three, the banks 
at Lawrenceville, Roswell and Rockmart. 
These will be finished up within a few 


ays. | 

Captain Park himself examined many 
of the banks at Athens, Americus, At- 
lanta, Macon, Savannah, Columous, La- 
Grange, Greenville, Augusta, Washington 
and other places, being assisted by Mr.

“It has been my yg to discourage 
the unfortunate habit that many banks 
in the country have of allowing over- 
drafts by depositors. There was a de- 
crease in the overdrafts last year, as I 
see from the report, of nearly $18,000; but 
this year there is a decrease in over 
checking of accounts of $121,060.87. This 
is the case notwithstanding the fact that 
there has been a much greater demand 
for money than last year. or any pre- 
vious year that I have any record of. The 
bonds and securities have increased $2,- 
804.60 and they all appear to be of a 
higher rating than hzretofore, and they 
are worth the amount at which they are 
carried. In many instances they exceed 
this amount by many thousand dollars. 
The banks have had so much use for 
their money during the current year that 
not a few of them have disposed of their 
securities and put the money in actual 
use among their customers. 


New Bank Buildings. 


“The erection of new bank buildings 
has increased the real estate and furni- 
ture and fixtures account $90,165.04. This 
inerease in values is caused by the nu- 
merous new bank buildings and fitting up 
of offices In many small towns of the 
state. A large number of these banks 
have marble or granite fronts and pre-

The Apprentice Class 
of the Carnegie Library 


The annual. examination for applicants 
for position in the Carnegie library of 
Atlanta has just been held. The success- 
ful applicants will enter upon their ap- 
prenticeship as soon as the new build- 
ing has been finished and the library 
opens to the public. 

The class this year will be composed 
of Misses Everhart, Louise Smith, Marie 
Lewis and Ethel Alexander. The train- 
ing offered by the Carnegie library is 
only intended for applicants for position 
in that library, and not for general li- 
brary instruction. There is no regular li- 
brary training school in the south, and 
up to this time it has been impossible 
to get technically trained assistants in 
this part of the country. , 

“All’ of this ‘has been changed in the 
last, few years,” said Miss Wallace, ll- 
brarian, when agked about the library 
profession for women. “The first Georgla 
girl to take library training was Miss 
Julla T. Rankin, of our library, who 
graduated from a two years’ course at 
Pratt institute in 1899. The next year 
found three Atlanta girls—Misses Frances 
Thompson, Laura Hammond and Mar- 
garet Gash—studying at Pratt, and each 
of them now holds a responsible posi- 
tion in other libraries. Miss Thompson 
is in the Young Men's Christian Associa. 
tion library of New York, Miss Gash 
holds a position in the public library of 
Brooklyn, and Miss Hammond is now 
with the congressional library in Wash- 
ington, 

“Of the four young women trained in 
the Carnegie library, Mrs. Cobb, Miss 
Wootten and Miss Davis hold responsi- 
ble positions in the Carnegie library of 
Atlanta, and Miss Flynn has been elected 
librarian of the Georgia School of Tech- 
nology and has been very successful in 
her efforts to make the library an active 
factor in the work of the school. 

“Of the class of 1901, Miss Everhart isa 
graduate of the Agnes Scott institute, as 
is also Miss Ethel Alexander. Miss Lewis 
is a graduate of the Girls’ High school 
of Atlanta and afterwards took a two 
years’ course at the University of Chi- 
cago.

COUNCIL PASSES RESOLUTION 


Warm Debate Occurs Over a Measure

By a unanimous vote yesterday after- 
noon council adopted a resolution calling 
upon the ordinance ‘committee to en- 
deavor to secure an amendment to the 
city charter by which the whole of Ful- 
ton county will be included within the in- 
corporate limits of Atlanta for the pur- 
pose of having the city health ordinances 
operative throughout the county. 

The resolution was introduced by Coun- 
cilman Longino, who explained that there 
were many communities in the county 
that should be protected from diseases by 
proper health laws. 

Warm Discussion Held. 

Considerable discussion was had over a 
resolution introduced by Councilman 
Longino which sought to amend one of 
the proposed charter amendments so that 
the first, fourth and seventh wards 
should be assured of representation on the 
police board. 

The final paragraph of the resolution 
reads as follows: 

“Except that in the case of the police 
board, at the next election of commission- 
ers, a member shall be selected from 
the first, fourth and seventh wards, there 
now being members holding over in the 
other wards, and thié plan carrying out 
the purpoge and spirit of this section and 
giving a representative to each ward.” 

Coundjman Minhiniétt was the first to 
object to the papér. He said the fifth 
ward now has two representatives on the 

Olice boar, Commissioners English and 

ohnson. He said the'resolution, if adopt- 


ed, would put Captain English out, as his 
term expires. next March,,and Commis- 


sioner Johnson serves until the first 
Monday in March, 199. 

Dr. gino said that the object of his 
measure was to make sure that the 


seve ward would have yopresentation 
on the board. He said the city coulu “get 
along without any man for a few years, 
anyway.” Councilman Kontz said it look- 
ed to him like a fine piece of work and he 
intimated that he detected ‘‘the fine 
Italian hand’ in it. He wished to be 
understood as not mgking his remarks 
personal or offensive to any one. 

Councilman Hill declared that he did 
not propose to be bound one way or the 
other as to whom he should vote for when 
the proper time arrived.
